Cotton buirx'in^', before the tariff of J 821, 


averaged about. Ibrtv cents jier van! — it is 
now hardly worth twenty, and has been sold 
atJS. 


The manufactures ol' hides and skins are 


worth at least thirty millions:! year, or three 
and a half millions more lhan the export of 
cotton last, year from all the U. States. 


There are fitly minor articles that we might 


add, as fast, as we miidif, write them down. — 
But it is enough. 
In what is the consumer 


taxed for the benefit of (he manufacturer'.' — 
Take the tire brick as an example. John 
Bull demanded and received of us seventy dol- 
lars, for what he is willing l<> accept thirty, 
since we began to make them for ourselves; ib- 
rciyn nations made us pay $;j 00 a gallon for 
castor oil, until we grow the bean on our own 
farms, and now it is worth only about one 
dollar and filly ccnls. 
What more is needed 1 


G EN EK A L KRAI ARKS. 


An important commeniary on the facts sta- 


ted. naturally presents itself— for matters of 
most serious interest to a large majority of 
the people of the U. States are involved in 
them; but we must hasten to conclude. 


Rt'oeiutc., in some way raised, must lie had. 


Public opinion, or, at least, the public prac- 
tice, is in favor of supplying government by 
duties on importations. We shall not now 
contest the correctness of this opinion or prac- 
tice. It is sufficient to our present purpose to 
shew that the protection of manufactures, 
which insures a home market to our farmers, 
has not allectcd the amount of that revenue, 
or enhanced the price of articles on which it 
acts. 
We have demonstrated, and in a man- 


ner thai cannot be disputed, that the price of 
protected commodities has universally decli- 
ned,:! nd that t hose most higlt Lij protected Lave 
declined at the gre-o test rate. There is no 
wonder in this — it is the natural result of ann- 
patition — no matter whether among ourselves, 
or ofthe working people ofthe U. Slates a- 
gainst those of Great Britain. 
Take the 


strong case of fire-brick, tiol affected by any 
newly discovered machinery, but only by the 
application of American labor, to bring into 
value what, had been valueless — American 
earths. 
While England had the mojiojiuly,; 


the price of each brick was seven cents ; but 
when the persevering Messrs. Berry, of Bal- 
timore, under the encouragement of the "Ma- 
ryland Institute," offered a quite e<mal if not 
superior article at three cents, the English 
makers were content to receive the same price 
for theirs.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


The packet ship Formosa has arrived 


at New-York from Havre, whence she 
sailed on the 20th Oct. and brings Paris 
papers to the 19th inclusive—our ex- 
tracts are made from the New York 
Evening papers and the second edition 
of the New-York Journal of Commerce.

will be found below. There is no rea- 
son to apprehend permanent inconve- 
nience from these movements. 


Fresh disturbances have taken place 


in Auxerre which continued several 
days—and until troops carne in from 
the surrounding country to quell the 
mob. 


The Quotidienne of the 18th. says it 


is reported that insubordination has 
biokun out in a regiment quartered not 
many leagues from Paris, that many of 
the soldiers have refused to obey then- 
officers, and have deserted and disper- 
sed themselves about the country. Or- 
der's have been given at'the Barracks 
of Paris to arrest such of them as niay 
attempt to enter the city.
